“ Weeding" the woodlot should 
he 
practiced when the wood is harvested. 
Certain 
trees, 
such 
as 
scarlet and 
b lack oaks, Ironwood. red ample and 
pin cherry, have such n lov • .» i< 
they should b e considered as weeds. 
Cutting them for fuel and permitting 
other and more valuab le trees to grow 
in tlmlr place is advised b y the for­ 
ester. 
The farm woodlot may he made to 
yield n profit if given proper care, he 
states. 
For b est results the woodlot 
must rot he grazed and it should he 
protected from fires as much as pos­ 
sib le. 
Unsound 
and 
b adly 
formed 
trees should he removed and used as 
fuel. 
O verm ature trees June reached 
or passed the point of greatest value 
and should b e cut and disposed of to 
the b est advantage, either as timb er 
or fuel. 
Another 
adv antage 
of 
removing 
trees of inferior varieties Is to pre­ 
vent them from seeding In the open­ 
ings. 
Where young growth l> lacking, 
seedlings of valuab le species such as 
walnut, b lack cherry, red oak. white 
oak. ash, b asswood and pine may he 
placed in the vacant a re a s of these 
varieties seeded there. 
T rees which are standing too thiek- 
ly will grow spindly and many will 
die and decay. T hinning them, saving 
the b est, should result in more tim­ 
b er of a much higher quality. 
W aste 
land, of which there is some on most 
farms,

timb er is grown on it and given the
